Chandra Ghose, ex-premier of ‘est Bengal, was formerly closely associated 
with this organization and is still a patron. 


The Tranway Worker's Union is a Commmist-dominated union and is affiliated 


With the AITUC, Its president is “ohanmad Ismail, who was an ordinary | 


mechanic in the Nonapuku Tramay Workshop, but who has given up this former 
occupation since assuring the presidency. He is now wanted by the police 

but has zone underground. Ismail is poorly educated, but a man of comnor. sense 
who possesses a larze following. The secretary of the u:ion is Dhiren hosumdar, 
who is also wanted by the police, “Mogumdar is only slightly educated, was 
formerly a ticket collector on a tram, and, like Ismail, has gone underground. 
The wynion is now run by the assistant secretary, Kalipada Banerjee » & conductor. 


Another tramvay union is the Trem Vozdur Panchayat, which works in close 
conj;netion with the Tramway Vorker's Union, is sponsored vy the socialists, 
and was originally fornded by the Trarmway Authorities in an attempt to 
undermine the power of the Tramay “Vorker's Union. The president of the 
Tran “ozdur Vanchayat is Bhudaneswar Tewari: the Secretary, Daliraj; the 
principal adviser is Aswini Gupta. <Supta illegally impersonated a student 
whom he was coaching for on exartination at University fall, and as a result 
had his Master of Arte degree rescinded. Gupta is a favorite of Dr. Profulla 
Ghose, the ex-premier of “est Bengal, is an intellivent man of abo:xt forty 
years of ape, but is reputed to possess meny bad habits. ; 


The Imperial Bank of India Staff Association is headed by Souvrendra Nath 
Tazore. The vice president is Direndra hath Sanerjee who also acts as the 
representative of the bank clerks. The Secretary is Jyoti Ghose, a barik clerk. 


The Dipti Harrican Vanufacture Company Vorker's Union was originally formed 
by the C.K. Sen family, proprietors of the Jabakusum Hair Oil Vompany. The 
union has since becom a violent organization which has driven its ori ginal 
employers out of business, comritted crimes of violence, and hired the 
Services of two local thugs who often work for the Commriist Yarty. These 
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Though the Amrita Bazar Patrike Press Worker's Union is affiliated with the 
indian National Trade Union Congress (INTUC), it is reported to be strongly 
influenced by Commmist elements. The president of the union is Mrs. Bina 
Bhownik, member of the legislative Assembly, West Bengal Congress, who 
acquired her fame as a political worker during her student days as the first 
woman student to agitate against British rule. At a meting at Calcutta Univer= 
sity, she brought a revolver and fired several shots at the then governor of 
Bengal, Sir Stanley Jackson; because of this, she w,s deported for fourteen 
years, She is presently playing a major part in the strikes and other 
difficulties the Amrita Bazar Patrika has encountered for the past few months. 
Though she has followed closely the Communist Party line, it is not known 
whether or not she is a party member. 


GEE Comment. The Morning News on September reported the arrest of. — 
‘-¢, Bhowmik and thirteen others under the West Bengal Security Act for 
acts of violence in connection with Amrita Bazar Patrike amployees. The 
Amrita Bazar Patrika carried an article on the same subject in which 
Pandit Ravi Shanker Shukla, Premier of the Central Provinces and PRerar, 
in commenting on the violence indulged in by the dismissed workers of the 
Patrika, branded the leaders of these workers as Commmnists.)

Indian<omed,. Among the Indian shareholders are the notable figures Khaitan 
and Snehansu Acharya. The latter comes from the illustrious family of the 
Maharaja of Mymansing. Snehansu has a brilliant sceademic career, bub his — 
politics are far to the left, a far cry from tha conservative leanings of 
his family. He was the leader of the last strike at the Bata Company. 
Snehansu is very popular with the Commmist workers at the Sata Company. 
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
